fraternities 

Prominent speakers and writers everywhere place their college 
friendships among the most potent influences of their live.*, and in 
forming these friendships the College fraternity probably plays the 
chief part. For this reason it behooves a man to think twice when 
invited to join any particular group of fellow-.'ituclent?. It is na- 
tural that men of like tastes and habits should wish to associate with 
each other, but a human personality is many^sided, and the young 
student would do well to study the upper-classmen and try to join 
himself to men whom deep down he wishes he resembled rather 
than those who are altogether such ones as himself. 

It is argued sometimes that fraternities encourage .«ecfionahiîm 
rather than broad college spirit. If this be the case, it is the fault 
rather of the individuals than the institutions. One way it manifests 
itself is in the effort to gain as many class offices and places on 
teams as possible for your particular frat regardless of individual 
fitness for the positions. This is a regrettable type of selfishness, 
from which we congratulate ourselves on being in general quite free, 
but against which fraternity men must nevertheless be on their 
. guard. 

Weighed against this there is the international characteristic, 
the membership in the wide student brotherhood, which ought to be 
i the noblest order of chivalry. There is the continuous personal con- 
;:;^ct With older men who occupy prominent positions in the College 
community, and best of all the friendships formed with kindred 
spirits, which, if they be not as sure as friendships with great books, 
yet are probably nwre valuable and give more real satisfaction. 



The Library 

There are some students, particularly as December and April 
draw near, who go to die University Library to study, but periodic- 
ally find the .same abuses reappear. Reference books arc hard to 
get hold of, there being sometimes only one or two copies for the 
use of a whole class. This state of affairs isn't improved by the 
occasional hiding of a much-needed book between half-past six and 
half-past seven by some selfish student. An enforced shower bath 
is the best remedy for this sort of individual. Then there are men 
who are merely thoughtless. They come in and out noisily, or talk 
in the reading-room, forgetting that though they may feel like hav- 
ing a breather, somebody else may be in the middle of a hard bit 
of work, and rather nervous from lack of sleep into the bargain. 
Watch these things, men, particularly Freshmen, and you will 
make things easier for yourselves and others.

In recent years the number of de- 
generate students in Japan has been 
greatly on the Increase. In Tokyo they 
perpetrate In brond daylight fruch act.i 
of lawlessness as would put western 
hoodlums to shame. The police auth- 
orities are doing their best to stamp 
out these dangeroue social para.iites 
but their efforts have been onlv par- 
tially successful. Of course, the ii.se 
of the police force is necessary to deal 
with these men but the remedy to be 
really effectual must be applied to the 
source from which the evil issuea. , 

These young men are the failures of 
the student olsss and whatever the ! 
cause of their. failure may be there Is ' 
little doubt they regard their future 
as doomed snd that this ide* has led 
them to deeper Atlon. 

Two causes are mainly responsible 
for bringing about this state of affairs 
—namely, the limited number of good 
soheols «id tbe tneresss of schools of 
dAubtfnl repnutlon. 

A large number of young men an- 
nually come to Tokyo from all parts 
of the country to be admitted to the 
unliersltles and high schools, but, as 
the accommodation in these Institu- 
tions Is limited, four-fifths of the ean- 
didates are refused admission. Thus 
many young men experience a disap- 
pointment which proves a starting 
point in their downward course. 

.Secondly, tbofe «re not a few 
schools In Tokio whose sole aim Is 
money-making, ami these do not l>es- 
itate In stoop to fiue.-.tlonahle means 
to attain their end.

had an audience with Queeii Victoria 
at Osborne, when Her .Majesty hand- 
ed him Ihe Insignia of the Order of 
ibo r;arior and modal with six clasps. 
'I'hi' iie.M il:i\ ho received the plaudits 
of Ibo mnluluilo as he drove through 
London lo Buokini;hain I'alace, where 
lie w.iH ei.tertaiiioil a.s tho ;;uost of tho

an aiiilionee with tin- fjueon al On- 
Iloberts of I'reloria. Kandahar and 
home, when he was created Earl 
Waterford. This was the last audience

When Kaiser William of Oerinaiiy 
came lo London for (Juecn Victoria's 
funeral he decorated Lord Roberts 
With ihe Order of th.- fjorinnii l-àmlo. 
Fur his services 111 .South Africa, Lord 
Hobcris was voted Uie thanks of both 
Houses of Parliament, and received a 
grant of f 1 00.000. 

Tln-re was only niio more. Ilio high- 
est hoii.ii, ih.it I iiiibt be hestiiwoil tili- 
011 him, the position of commander- 
in-chief of the BrKlsh Army and to 
this post he was elevated In I80t, and 
ho held Ihe pnsilloii until his rclire- 
iiieni from active servieo in 1904. 

Thus Ihe active military career of 
Lord Roberts ended. He bad conduct- 
ed important campaigns with ilio ut- 
most ability, he 'lad foiiKht great ac- 
tions, he had secured a iiioniorable 
naino, and ho bad Won the affeclioii 
of a nation, fifty ve.ir.s of active ser- 
vice had not ab.ited his vigor or acti- 
vlly, and he carried iiilo retirement 
the habits of action.
